REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-13, 1 5-1 7, 1 9-30 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art could 
not be located that taught a method of fabricating a die containing an integrated circuit 
comprising active and passive components comprising a first substrate with active 
components and heated below a first temperature and a second substrate with critical 
passive components heated to a second temperature higher than the first temperature; 
bonding the substrates; and then forming interconnection lines through the second 
substrate and between the components on the first and second substrates. This 
limitation, in conjunction with the other claim limitations, was neither disclosed in, nor 
suggested by, the prior art.
